Hung-chan;. Mr. de Liude’s pro- 
posals commended themselves by 
their commonsense simplicity: briefly 
he told the would-be saviours of the 
Port, that they would compass their 
object by closing the numerous 
canals and ereeks which robbed the 
river of its scouring power, by train- 
ing it in places where it was too wide, 
and by cutting through some of the 
bends, thus decreasing the frictional 
resistance aud giving greater facility 
to the play of the tide. From 1898 
two years were spent in overcoming 
Chinese and other obstruction ; the 
local Chamber of Commerce tovk a 
strong initintive, and finally recon- 
ciled everybody to the plan in ‘hand. 
in this they were most ably seconded 
by Mr, de Lindein Peking: he succeed- 
ed in inspiring some of the Ministers, 
notably those of Frauve and Russia 
with his own confidence: and ways 
and means being fonnd by the enter- 
prising lead of the British Municipal 
Council, the work was begun and ite 
first instalment fivished just as the 
Boxer sedition broke out. Closing 
the creeks and judicious training 
increased the depth of the channel 
from six feet to nine.

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THE PROPOSED 
NATIONAL MARTYRS’ 
MEMORIAL. 


Srd Argust. 


Une of the finest Martyrs’ Memori- 
ala we have ever seen is in the 
churchyard of Stirling in Scotland. 
It wos erected to the memory of 
those maidens who in the “killing” 
times of Claverhouse refused to con- 
form, and were accordingly tied to 
stakes on the shores of Wigtonshire, 
and drowned by the rising tide. It 
is a wonderful work of art, but the 
maiden martyrs’ truest’ memorial is 
in those who follow in their step: 
If in some practical way the princi- 
ples for which the martyrs died can 
be emphasised and disseminated, we 








instinctively feel that such a memor-! 


ial would be most appropriate. Thu 
when Lord Kitchener returned vic- 
torious from the scene of General 
Gordon's martyrdom, he showed what 
was uppermost in his thoughts by 
proposing to erect in Khartoum a 
Gordon Memorial College, nnd ten 
thousand pounds for buildings and 
ninety thousand for endowment were 
uickly subscribed. Everyone felt 
that the idea was eensible and ap- 
propriate, for Gordon died for the 
cause of Soudanese enlightenment, 
and the Gordon Memorial College 
will continue his work. 

As will be seen by the circular 
which we publish to-day in another 
column, a similar spirit is moving 
the missionaries of Shanghai to ag- 
itate for a national memorial to the 
martyrs of China, especially those 
who ‘fell in 1900, A stone of some 
kind might have been erected on the 
Bund in which both Protestants and 
Roman Catholics might have joined, 
and as the circular states may yet he 
erected, but the Missionary Associa- 
tion has decided that the magnitude 
of the occasion calls for something 
more striking and useful, and the 
Hall and offices which they propose 
to erect are obviously confined by 
the nature of the case to the use of 
Protestants, (ne of the first quest- 
ions which must be faced by those 
who propose to erect a large hall is 
the upkeep, and it seems to us that 
the Committee in casting round for 
tenants for its offices has done the 
natural thing is giving the first 
chance to the great interdenominn- 
tional Societies which, as the circu- 
lar has it, are the servants of all. 
‘These societies may all be described 
as one of them was recently at a 
May Meeting in Exeter Hall, as 
“ those) fendid societies which are 
the delightful centre of all mission- 

societies, the connecting link of 
all and the helpers of all." ‘These are 








now supported by all the churches, 
and if all the churches give them a; 
permanent home, this will simply be | 
an extension of the same principle. | 

The Hall itself will, we believe, 
be increasingly useful, and might | 
well be made even larger than the 
Committee proposes, when we reflect 
that such places as Wenchow and 
Foochow have churches equa'ly: large. 
‘The native Christian community is 
growing and the number of conyen- 
tions, conferences, mass-meetings,ete., 
is increasing. In addition to the 
offices and Hall, other rooms will be 
provided, “if funds permit.” We 
presurne this refers to the Missionary 
Library and Museum which the Mis- 

ionary Association have recently de 

siderated. We also note that the 
Educational Association is helping to 
prepare an educational exhibit for 
the St. Lonis Exposition a part of 
which might find a home in. the 
building. In fact every part of the 
building might be made an activ 
agency in educating the Chinese in 
hose principles for which the 
martyrs. died, ‘That their me- 
mory is worthy of such a monu- 
ment is donbted by none. The 
copious evidences of their splendid 
fidelity which reached ns in 1900-1901 
have recently received fresh accessions 
in many interesting books, such as 
those by Professor Headland and Dr. 
Edwards of Shansi, and such a build- 
ing as is proposed is the only sort of 
memorial which would comment itself 
to the approval of the Christian 
world, who will ultimately be invited 
to share in it. 

As to the location, there may be a 
momentary feeling in some quarters 
that Shanghai is absorbing too much. 
‘Thus we have already absorbed the 
Methodist Publishing House, and the 
International Institute, The former 
is already in evidence, and we hope 
the latter will soon be an accom- 
plished fact. But after all the cen- 
tripetal tendency towards Shanghai 
cannot be helped. No one grudges 
; London or New York the great hend- 
quarters of religions and missionary 
work, and we feel sure that no one 
{will grudge ns the memorial Hall 
anymore than we grudge London its 
Exeter Hall, or the £250,000 Me- 
thodist headquarters recently acquir- 
ed. If we do absorb great en- 
terprises we hold them in trust fur the 
| benefit of all China. 

‘The circular succinctly states the 
reasons in favor of the scheme, and 
we need nut repeat them here. We 
opine that the missionaries to wham 
the present circular is addressed will 
heartily respond, and that there will 
be many others who will wish the | 
‘honor ofa brick or two in the Me- 
‘ morial Hall. ‘The erection of this | 
landwark will be a monument more 
lasting than brass, a “sermon in| 
stone” which all may be proud of 
helping to preach.

Fthat the Library is not public pro- 


perty. It is one of the many institn- 
tions in Shanghai which owes its i 
ception, its support, and its 
tinuance to private initiative and 
rivate purses. But, as a private 

the Library has very 
nearly done its work, and little by 
little it must grow into a Municipal 
undertaking and be earried on with 
wider objects and on broader lines. 
Once upon a time the only rival to 
the Library then housed in the 
Museum Road was that of the 
Shanghai Club, Now, in all. pro- 
bability the fingers of both hands 
would not suffice to count the collec- 
tions of books open to all but the 
poorer section of the community, 
Phe time is coming therefore whe 
the Shanghai Private Library will 
have to become the Shanghai Public 
Library. In other words the present 
arrangement by which a private 
Committee collects private subserip- 
tions, orders its own selection of 
books, or lays down lines for such 
selection in London, anid receives a 
grant from the Council on condition 
that the public may be admitted to 
certain sharply restricted privileges, 
will cease and under suitable terms 
the Library will be handed over by 
its private owners to the Council 
for public use, All this is more 
or less prophetic—we are not in the 
confidence of the Committee in the 
matter, but the trend taken by 
events in recent years is too plain to 
be mistaken. 

Whether there should be establish- 
ed an absolutely free brary as is the 
custom in the home lands, or whether 
there should still be a subscription 
exacted trom the users of books at 
home is a inatter for consideration 
when the final arrangement comes to 
be made, The re-housing of the 
Library at the ‘Town Hall’ and its 
consequent saving of rent will _proba- 
bly prolong the lease of its life as a 
semi-private institution, and we do 
not know that this is to be deprecated. 
On the whole the management has 
been satisfactory when all the cir- 
idered. But no-

President Roosevelt’s sympsthy with 
the persecuted and greatly suffering Jews 
in Russia without doubt ‘fitly represents 
the feeling of the American people. There 
can be no variation from it here, or, in- 
deed, in any civilised quarter of the world 
which ordinary feelings of humanity 
are realised, As to its going farther, the 
difficulties in the way must be apparent, 
Woe suppose no one will advocate that 
there shall be anything more than ex- 
postulations with Russia on the subject. 
Russia is well disposed toward our 
country, or has been until some recent 
Aiffculties as regards her domestic re- 
venue policy have appeared, which are 
not very serious in themselres; but she 
is an Empire which pursues a way of her 
own, and is not very apt to take the 
advice of other nations with regard to 
it. It might be, however, that she has 
supped sufficiently full of horrors in these 
Jew atrocities not to be disposed toward 
their continuance. 























‘The remarks of the Indianopolix 
“News,” in view of tho réconb recrud- 
escence of lynchings throughout the 
country, would seem to be very appro- 
priate. "We give the following short ex- 
tract from its columns :— 


‘That (the Russian) Government takes 
the same view of those outrages that our 
own Government takes of the riots and 
lynchings which sometimes occur in our 
country, but do not characterise either 
our Government or our people. Here, 
of course is the weakness of our case. We 
have to consider, and it is well that we 
should, our own’ sins. Our own people 
have brutally murdered Negroes, It 
and Chinese, and the Italians and Chinese 
were subjects of Foreign Powers. ‘There- 
fore, it is necessary for us to be some- 
what modest in our protests against out- 
rages in other lands. But there can be 
no doubt that the unofficial expressions of 
horror at the Kischineff killing have had 
a great effect in Russi 














The recent burning of a Negro. at the 
stake in Delaware—moro horrible and 
brutal in its details and with less excuse 
than similar outrages in more sparsely 
settled communities—has been the sub- 
ject. of very widespread comment, duc 
probably, to some extent, to the fact 
that it ‘was the first lynching in that 
State. During the same week six more 
lynchings were recorded in Georgia, 
Arkansas, Tennessee, and Louisiana. 
This, it is asserted, gives an average 
of two mob-executions a week fer the 
present year. The Philadelphia “ Record ” 
has a striking cartoon of the stake at 
which the negro was burned. Two map, 
one representing the Northern and tho 
other the Southern States, are standing 
by. The figure representing the North 
has his. back turned to the stake, and is 
hanging his head in  shamefaced way, 
Whilst tho Southern ‘addresses ‘hint im 
the following: words: -"Never shake thy 
gory locks at me!” ss 
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r York “ World” says 
, The ghastly lynching in Wilmington 
has certain features that distinguish it 
from the majority of such crimes. Lynch- 
ings of this peculisrly atrocious character 
usually occur in small towns, in regions 
in which negroes aro especially numerous. 
In this case the auto-da-fé was held in a 
city of eighty thousand inhabitants, with- 
in twenty-eight miles of Philadelphia and 
only 125 miles from New York—a place, 
too, in which soven-eighths of the people 
are white. Moreover, the mob was 
spurred on by the sermon of a ininister 
who exhibited blood-stained leaves in his 
Pulpit, while the family of the negro'’s 
victim appealed for the law. 

‘The local Press, it is satisfactory to 
notice, has no word of palliation for the 
lynching, only the most scathing de- 
Bunciation, 

The Washington “Republican” says 

The fact is on record, never to be 
erased, that Delaware is in the infamous 
class of lynchers, disgraced in the eye 
of civilisation and a by-name among sane 
and intelligent people. If justice had 
ever miscarried here, if it were not true 
that a black skin, hero as elsewhere, 
Upon a man accused of such a crime, had 
not always been o guarantee of his con- 
viction, we could possibly find some justi- 
fication for last night’s outrage, but as 
the record stands, with even innocent 
men sent to the gallows upon this charge, 
simply because they were black, there is 
ho conceivable ground upon which to 
defend the action of last night. It was 
a crime that has put an ineffaceable stain 
upon our community and has shaken our 
much vaunted system of justice to its 
foundations. What are our officers of 
the law going to do to repair the irrepar- 
able injury to our name, to the safely 
of the community, and to the sacredness 
of the law? Will they continue to shoot 
over the heads of *he guilty persons? 

‘The Wilmington “Journal” has the 
following comment :— 

The crime of an individual has been 
succeeded by the crime of the mass. One 
does not wipe out the other but adds to 
it. Tho negro White perpetrated a most 
horrible crime, and in the due course of 
legal procedure would have suffered death 
on the scaffold. The mob commits a crime 
ugainst’ the State, against. the courts, 
against the law, and against organised 
vociety. The worst feature of the shole 
efsir is that thousands of thoso who ro- 
gard themselves ay guod citizens have 
encouraged mob violence, and by their 
utterances have given the restless and 
the lawless excuse for carrying out their 
awful purpose. This thing will follow 
us for 100 years; it will bo a blot on 
our fair name that we cannot wipe out. 
It is an open defiance of the courts which 
pill decrease a respect for duo forms of 
aw. - 

The Boston “Transcript” says :— 

The significance of this act of lawless- 
aess, by which a mob inflicted 2 punish- 
ment the statutes of the State does not 
allow, lies in the fact that there was 
not the slightest need of going beyond 
the machinery of the law to be assured 
that White’s crime would meet with its 
well-merited penalty. Wilmington is no 
village in 2 wilderness, but @ city of 
fully ‘eighty thousand inhabitants, with 
all the usual machinery for maintaining 
law and order. It is the capital of the 
most .populous county of Delaware, a 
prosperous place, a well-kept city whose 
people have long considered themselves 
the? State. Had’ thio lynching occurred 
in some remote Western or Southern 
border town, we should vot be ourpriced, 
for thare ‘people are iscleted end their 
feolstdon ‘retsovss thar: from tha Lumanin. 
ing touch of the lazger public opini 
oud ot the same tie Mppreszes thew with

wandering criminals; but all the condi- 
tions that are cited to excuse lynching 
in the South and West are absent in this 
particular case. 

The postal scandals are still causing 
considerable excitement. Besides the 
Tumours of further and more astonishing 
disclosures, it is officially announced that 
the report of the Postmaster-General on 
existing conditions will be made public 
in due time by the President, with appro- 
priate comment. The opinion is expressed 
that since the President is actively in- 
terested in the investigation, it may be 
expected that there will be a full exposure 
of the whole disgraceful affair. 








‘The New York “Tribune” says:— 


Anybody who is disposed to hush up 
any phase of this investigation should re- 
member that if the party in power does 
not go to the end, wherever it is, the 
opposition party will. It is better to go 
to the bottom than to be thrown to it, 
and it is unfortunate that now, when the 
Tulloch charges appear to be’ sustained, 
anybody should seem to treat them as 
an attack upon President McKinley.

One day he went t» withdraw 4,000 taels 
from the Bank, ‘I'he banker for some 
reason refused tu give: the money to 
him, called on the Hsien, and offered 
the ‘mayistrate 3,00? taels’ if Le would 
arrest this Chou as a bad character. Very 
few « hinese manda:ins can resist a bribe 
of such dimensions, und ranners wer 
sent out to capture Chou, He tnanaged to 
escape, and fearing future trouble, resolved 
to make a bold stroke in defence of his 
liberty.

The Weather. 


We have been enjoying the very perfec- 
tion of weather. The days have been 
warm but pleasant, the nights have been 
delightfully cool. ‘The highest temperature 
we have registered during the day has 
been 84, and the highest at 7 pm. has 
been 78. 

‘The longer one stays here the place 
seems to grow the more upon one. ‘There 
are so many nice walks, such fine views 
of the surrounding country, and always 
such a bracing air. At nights when the 
darkness fulls and the lamps are lit, as 
one looks down the valley it is like being 
in some country village in the homeland. 
‘The number of visitors to this place is 

ily increasing and by August the houses 
will be very full, 

Work. 

Iv is not to be thought that the mission- 
aries who come here do nothing but enjoy 
themselves, Although they come for a 
rest aud a change still the needs of the 
Chinese on the Hill are not forgotten. 
‘The Chinese up here must equal if not 
exceed the foreigners in number. ‘The 
Chinese do not only comprise the servants 
iu the houses but also the shopkeepers, 
workmen, und many cvolies. On Thurs: 
days al 1 p.m. a imecting for amahs is 
held in the Church. On Sundaye ut # pan 
4 mevting for the servants iv held. Three 
days a week at 10 ain. the doctors have 
organised a Dispensary and take turns to 
attend to same, The small sum of 10 
cents is charged each patient on his first: 
appearance, In connection with this 
medical work au evangelistic effort is 
being made. So much evil is existent. in 
the native quarter in the shape of gambling, 
opium, drinking, etc., it was thought there 
ought to be & counter attraction, ‘So theso 
evangelistic mectings were begun. ‘They 
are held every evening from 8 to 9, 
‘They arc made as attractive as possible 
by singing and short bright addresses. All 
the missionaries on the Hill are asked to 
co-operate. The meetings so far have been 
well attended and we cannot but hope that 
some lasting good wi'l result.

now. 


The Division of the Unionists. 

We have now some means of judging 
how the Unionist Party is likely to be 
Givided on the scheme. Two mestings of 
Unionist M-P.s have been held in the 
House—one in support of and the other in 
opposition to Mr. Chamberlain's scheme. 
The supporters mustered 98, the op- 
ponents 54. OF course tho bulk of the 
party have deliberately stayed away from 
both meetings, not wishing to commit 
themselves at present ; but I think it may 
fairly be assumed that when they are 
compelled to make their choice they will 
be divided in something like the propor- 
tion of those whose opinions we know. At 
all events they are not likely to number 
among them a larger proportion of 
“Fiscal Reformers.” We may therefore 
assume that ont of nearly 400 Unionists 
in the House of Commons at least 130 
will be ranged against Mr. Chamberlain's 
scheme.

Although this letter was 
written nine months beforo the Mixed 
Court action no explaination from Mr. 
Loveland has been proved. 

(8) The price quoted in the indent-note 
was 42/ per pair, whereas the invoice from 
the Warwick Tyre Co. charged 36; 
leaving a margin for somet 
than was sent; the extra cost of nickel 
plating was about 4/8 a pair. 

(4) It appears from the correspondence 
putin that the sme complaint ie. that 
nickel plated rims were ordered but black 
sent—was made by several other shops 
with which Mr. Loveland made contracts 
‘on the same occasion. 

Counsel for the defendants urged that 
parole evidence could not be admitted to 
vary the written indent of 26th August 
1901. Bit I have no doubt there was a 
mistake on both sides in omitting the 
description nickel-plated: the contract 
ought therefore to be rectified according- 
ly (Story’s Equity Jurisprudence §§ 15: 
ond 155 Paget v. Marshall 28 Ch. Div. 
p 265). 

Counsel for defendant further urged that 
the contract was between plaintiff and 
the Warwick Tyre Co., and that the 
defendants were not parties thereto. 
From the form of contract the defendants 
appear to be rather commission agents 
than merchants as they describe them- 
selves; but I need not pursue that ques- 
tion, for the defendants having as_princi- 
pals’ sued the present plaintiff in the 
Mixed Court, and obtained judgment 
inst him on this very contract, cannot 
now be heard to say that they ‘are not 
principals so far as the present. plaintiff 
and this contract are concerned. 

‘The result is that the defendants must 
indemnify the plaintiff for any loss he has 
oxperienced in consequence of having had 
to take delivery and pay for these gods. 
‘The plaintiff would have been iu the fast 
instance entitled to reject these yoods, 
but as he has now taken delivery of them 
by order of his own Court and kept. them 
for some months, I think it scarcely just 
that the defendants should be compelled 
to take them back. If the parties cannot 
agree, there must be a reference to the 
Registrar to settle the amount of in- 
demnity due to the plaintiff because of 
the difference of these goods from the 
samples, the defendants bearing the toss 
duo to delay, which was caused by their 
refusal to allow an inspection. In the 
result the plaintiff ought to pay no more 
for the goods than the price at which he 
could sell them in the market on the day 
of the reference supposing that he had 
taken due care of the goods while they 
were in his custody. 

In regard to costs, the defendants ought 
to pay the plaintifi’s taxed costs of this 
suit, in spite of the plaintiff's mistake in 
not getting the goods sufficiently described 
in the Indent-note, because the defen- 
dants by suing plaintiff in the Mixed 
Court have compelled plaintiff to come 
here, and because I conclude from the 
correspondence that the defendants must 
have known, months bofore they began 
the Mixed Court action, that there had 
been a mistake on the part of Mr. Lore- 
land in regard to these indents, and be- 
cause I think that the defendants were 
much more wrong than the plaintiff was 
on the whole dispute. In regard to the 
present plaintiff's costs as defendant in 
the Mixed Court I think I ought to make 
no order.

tinction hetween the — Cathol 
Protestant missionaries, The result was 
that the latter found themselves every: 
where welcome by the Chinese, to whom 
at least Tis. 100,000 had been’ saved by 
their kindness, The China Inland Mis- 
sion had 60 stations destroyed through- 
‘ont the province, and they also forewent 
their claims, which would have been Tis. 
900,000 at least. Mr, Dun xrecd 
that the English Baptist Mission should 
be content with their grant from Peking, 
only property indemnity. To Dr. Atwood.

By that means Taiynaniu was able to 
establ’sh what is perhaps the _ most 
efficient university in China, with a 
strong staff of Western professors in addi- 
tion fo Chinose; and thus the eapital of 
the so recently hostile Shansi is in a fair 


























way to be known as anti-foreign no 
longer. The staff at the university 
cludes six Europeans and eight English. 


Chinese. 
Mention has already been made of the 
list of principal Boxers whose punish 
ment was entrusted to Shén. Of these 
105 in all were arrested and decapitated. 
‘One day after the settlement had ap- 
parently been completed Shén observed 
an antiforeign placard in the city. This 
brought home to him the desirability of 
instituting an efficient police force, and 
with the experience of Kalzan  bofore 
him, he was not long in putting the idea 
into excention. One of the earliest 
chievements was the discovery in an 
‘nt city of the man who had made 
the wood block from which the anti- 
rd had been printed. ‘The 
arrested and executed. 
Another institution by Shén was the na- 
tive newspaper “ Tsinpao,” so called after 
the ancient name of the province. The 
people were, however. uardly educated up 
to the point of reading newspapers, and 
having started publication Shén bad to 
devise means of obtaining subscribers.

of the notables and gentry of the place 
had erected a monument to Yi Hsien in 
the city and inscribed upon it the nam 
of the grateful subscribers. When Shén 
arrived and announced his commission to 
hunt down those responsible for the atro- 


























cities, the gentry, whose names were pub- 
lished on fe monument, made all haste 
to protect themselves by pulling the 
erection down and destroying the stones 
of which it had been builf. The site was 
subsequently used by Shén for a monu- 
ment in European. style, whereon was 
written the Decree expressing the Imperial 
sorrow for the massacres and plundering, 
that had taken place. The house which 

i Hsien had made a trap for his vie~ 
ms was appropriated by Shén to public 
es, and its gardens laid out for the 
meral benefit. The China Inland Mi: 
ion has since set up a monument near 
the South gate to the Governor Tsén and 
to Shén, the first two Chinese, to whom, 
so far as is known, a public memorial has 
been raised by ‘Westerners. Another 
tablet in the samme place records the names 
of those who lost their lives in the fatal 
1900. 

‘The many important services by Shén 
to his country have been marked by 
propriate advancement in rank and digni- 
ties, So valued have his services been 

the north that in response to a me- 
morial from Governor Tsén he has been 
ctant official of Shansi instead 
sti, his former province, and is 
now Taotai of Taiyuanfu.
